1 . Priority to 9-1 2-01 is noted. 

2. On page 2 lines 1 1 and 14, 232 is both a blade and an outlet. Correction is 
needed for consistency. 

On page 7 line 7, "outer*' is 72, not 71 . 

3. The drawings are objected to under 37CFR1 .83(a) as not showing the claimed 
coils (claims 1 ,12,13,etc.). Beware of new matter. 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 2,3 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Base claims 1 and 13 recite "for — device". This is a proper limitation, however, such 
fails to set forth the device in a positive manner. Therefore, the positive reference in 
claims 2,3 and 14 to the device causes indefiniteness as to intended scope since 
functional language is present in the Independent claims. Are these combination claims 
with the device or not? 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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
